R. KC^itzky, state land commission­ 
er, expressed to the ..Board of Uni­ 
versity and School Lhnds in a re­ 
port he's 
entitled “A 12,000 
mile 
trip around the state'In a Ford car.” 
'The land commissioner made his 
trip tp make collections for the board , 
and to discover wKerc school lands, 
were being used wilhput authority.^ 
He-“gained a world of knowledge” on: 
the trip, he says, and is more opti­ 
mistic ever North Dakota than he 
ever was before.

' Excerpts from statements given by 
farmers comprise the bulk of the re­ 
port. 
They tell what they think of 
North Dakota and what they think 
i.s the trouble with North Dakota and 
individuals, if anything. 
One farmer declared that - "poor 
management, too much credit and au­ 
tomobiles are ruining the farmers.” 
'< Another said that “farmers who buy 
canned goods, condensed milk 
and 
potatoes are

Corn fields, turkeys, 
hogs and cattle can be eeen nearly 
everywhere w^ilc these are somwhat 
scarce in the eastern half.” 
One farmer, who eaW many> h<d 
left hie township, told fhe commis­ 
sioner: “While they were here they 
were poor managers, Ospending on 
only one thing, wheat farmer, 
and 
that is what broke them. I, to a cer­ 
tain extent, blame the bueineeh men 
and bankera .in our towne for being 
responsibfe tot the conditions around 
here. Jhey used poor judgment. Of 
cdurse, it is too late to talk about 
it now. If they would have inelsted 
that these people raiee or do some- 
ing the year round, whieh would 
stantly bring them in eome rev­ 
enue instead of loaning them money 
for seed, feed, ete. 
or sell 
them 
something whieh they'di^ not need,

100 PASSENGERS ESCAPE DEATH 
WHEN FAST TRAIN CRASHES IN 
, TUNNEL; DERAILING SIX CARS 


Steubenville, Ohio, Nov. 30.—East 
bound Pennsylvania passenger train 
No. 1264, known as the Gotham Lim­ 
ited, St. Louis to 
New York, was 
wrecked at the cast end of 
Gould 
tunnel about seven miles 
east of 
this city at 6:60 a. m. today. 
Six 
of the nine coaehee, including Bleep­ 
ing cars, left tbs' rails but none of 
them turned over and according to 
railroad officials none ef the pass­ 
engers were seriously hurt. 
The wreck was caused W a brok­ 
en rail, according to raillbad 
offi­ 
cials. The train, traveling 60 miles 


an hour, was 
clesring the 
tunnel' 
when the 
third 
ear of the 
train 
struck the bad rail. It left the tidck 
and those behind were alio 'pulled 
off. The cars ran along the ties for 
about 100 yards but 
remained up­ 
right although the trucks were pull­ 
ed from the last three Pullmans and 
they skidded along the tracks. 
The feet that It was an all-steel 
train undoubtedly saved the lives of 
100 or more 
ptesengers,

H. Finley, president of the Chicago 
and Northwostern railway, given, in 
tho grain rates hearing here. 
■ “The carriers of the northwest re 
gion and the Chicago 'and 
North­ 
western, the same as all others,” saiu 
President Finley, -"arc 
confronted 
with an ever increasing volume of 
trafBc-, and the necessity for expand­ 
ing their property adequately to care 
for jt. There is every reason for bc- 
Hoving this road will be jqst as rapid 
in the future as it has been in the 
p ast’f-

I 
Held Harmful State. 
Mr, Finley said the railroads had 
been unable to meet the demand for 
«(xpansion. 
Somehow, they had got­ 
ten through the years, but it was 
becoming increasingly difficult, he 
said. Increasing expense of operation, 
he declared, gradually is driving the 
roads into a positfon certain to be 
harmful to this part of the country 
if means arc not provided to cheek 
its further continuance. 
“The greatly augm(Hited traffic,’' 
Mr. Finley said, should have pro­ 
duced a surplus mueh needed to 
make up for the deffcicnciCs of other 
years, but there will be none in 1923. 
Net railway operating income in 1923 
will be more than $2,000,000 loss than 
in 1922, and this will be $16,000,000 
less IhM it ought to be for any year 
when such a volume of traffic is han­ 
dled.

Mr. Finldy said his road had p fl 
off from year to year the improve­ 
ment contained in the budget until 
at present the amount has reached a 
total of moro, than $60,009,000 (for 
roadway and strUctúres past dhe. 
“OievelopAent i'n Infaaey." 
"In the next 10 year's," he said, 
“$l,957,00b,000 will be required for 
expansion nqcdcd in the northwest 
rcgioA. Perhaps this will run on at 
the same rate beyond 10 yeaYs, but it 
would be my judgment, based on the 
experience of the past, that after 10 
ytors expansion at an increasing rate 
win be necessary. It is my opinion 
that the development of the west 
and northwest, fast as it has been, is 
only in its infancy. 
' “AH of the cities of the west about 
which I know anytiiThg''éxpcct future 
ihcipases in their . population, and 
their areas, and in their industries, 
as great or greater than that of the 
past, and I think they are right. 
Many, places now almost unheard of 
will, in time^-hecome cities of great 
s.is«. 
The west has no other form 
Cof transportation than that of rail 
transportation.

Burleigh county is heard in suit^ 
filed in the district court by John A. 
Johnson to recover money on prom­ 
issory notes given for the defunct 
Public Opinion, Nonpartisan League 
newspaper, formerly published 
in 
Dismarck. 
The defendants in the suits are 
Thomas Hail, secretary of state; O. 
W. Baeh'mon, county commissioner; 
Vietjh C. Anderson and J. A. Varley. 
Mr. Johnson_states that “the Pub­ 
lic Opinion company, for a valuable 
consideration, before maturity, as­ 
signed and delivered the said note 
to the plaintiff herein; that tho 
plaintiff is noil the owner and holder 
of the said note; that the same is 
past due; that Che demand has been 
made but that no part thereof has 
been paid.”

He sues bn a note of $100 in each 
case, and 10 per cent interqst since 
February 19, 1918.

The notes, he said, were made in

counties in 1913 was $1,464,230, the 
increase in the ten-year period being 
$4,042,702. The total net bonded debt 
of all North Dakota counties, how­ 
ever, is less than the amount of taxes 
levied for county purposes in any 
one of the last six years, according 
to compilations made in the office of 
the state tax commissionor. 
Sixteen counties out of the S3 had 
no bonded debt as of June 30, 1923.
